In Mexico 
Plane Crash 


4 Californians Are 
Victims In Nation’s 
Worst Air Disaster 


MEXICO CITY (^—Rescue work­ 
ers battled a raging forest fire 
today in an effort to reach the 
bodies of 26 persons killed in Mex­ 
ico’s worst plane crash. The dead 
included four Californians. 
The airliner, a two-engine DC3 
of the Compania 
Mexicana de 
Aviacion (CMA), crashed into 
mountain yesterday shortly after 
taking off from Puerto Vallarto, 
on the Pacific coast. It burst into 
dames, touching off the forest fire. 
A rancher who reached the scene 
before 
t h e 
surrounding 
trees 
caught fire said there were no sur­ 
vivors among the 23 passengers 
and three crewmen. The passen­ 
gers included two children. 
The U.S. citizens aboard were 
identified as: 
Edd Johnson, a staff member of 
the San Francisco Chronicle who 
had been on leave at Puerto Vil- 
larto. He formerly was an editor 
of the New Republic magazine and 
a foreign correspondent for a Chi­ 
cago newspaper. 
Dr. Clifford Hays, 32, a dentist, 
Arcadia, Calif. 
Dr. Russell Ingle, Jr., 31, a den­ 
tist, Montebello, Calif. 
R. S. Hall, 47, a grocer, Whitr 
tier, Calif. 
In Whittier, a friend of Mrs. 
Hall said the grocer left there last 
Friday with the two dentists for a 
fishing trip in Mexico. She said 
they were expected home next 
Tuesday. 
The plane was en route from 
Puerto Vallarto to Guadalajara 
when it hit the mountain 16 miles 
north of Mascota, in the state of 
Jalisco. The area is about 400 
miles west of Mexico City. 
CMA spokesmen said weather 
conditions at the time were good. 
They were unable to give any 
cause for the crash. The pilot of 
the plane was Capt. Oscar Iriarte, 
one of the line’s most experienced 
men. CMA is a subsidiary of Pan 
American World Airways. 
Officials said the nation’s worst 
previous air accident was a CMA 
crash in 1949 that killed 25 per­ 
sons. Since then, the airline has 
had a perfect safety record. 


Caused Industrial, Farm Slump 
Hungary Premier 
Blasted By Reds, 
Ousting Imminent 
Signs Increase That ‘Belt’ 
Get To House Floor 


VIENNA Un—Hungary’s Commu­ 
nist party blasted Premier Imre 
Nagy today for “hollow, demagog­ 
ic promises’’ which caused produc­ 
tion in heavy industry and agricul­ 
ture to drop. 
Nagy’s dismissal from 
office 
appeared imminent. He had been 
his country’s chief mouthpiece for 
Soviet ex-Premier Georgi Malen 
kov’s policy of more consumer 
goods, rejected earlier this year 
by Moscow. 
A decision of the Hungarian 
party Central Committee, broad­ 
cast today by Budapest radio, 
accused the 59-yea^old Nagy of 
“protecting the undermining work 
of bourgeois circles within and 
outside the party’* and of support 
ing “right-wing deviationists.** 
Nagy’s downfall had been ex­ 
pected since Malenkov lost his 
premiership and both the Soviet 
Union and Hungary returned to 
policies of prime emphasis on 
heavy industrial production, which 
includes war material. The Buda­ 
pest government announced in mid- 
February Nagy had had a “seri­ 
ous” heart attack and would not 
be back in his office until “prob­ 
ably sometime in April.” 
The party attack on the Premier 
symbolized 
the 
continuance 
in 
power of the country’s real Com­ 
munist boss Matyas Rakosi. Nagy 
replaced Rakosi as premier in July

Rakosi continued the No. I man 
in the party Politburo.

150 Officials 
Get Petitions 


Election Board Sends 
Instructions On Filing 


Tile County E l e c t i o n Board 
mailed nominating petitions for bal­ 
lot places at the Nov. 8 election 
Tuesday to about 150 officials of 
townships, school districts and vil­ 
lages under 2,000 population whose 
terms will expire at the end of 
1955. 
An accompanying letter explained 
that the board is ready to accept 
filings for the November election, 
Frank R. O’Hanlon, clerk, s a i d . 
Some of the officials were under 
the mistaken impression the board 
would not take fall election filings 
until after the May 3 primaries 
lor cities 
and larger villages, 
O’Hanlon pointed out. 
Individual petitions were mailed 
each official in an expiring term 
with the exception of the smaller 
villages, where they were mailed 
to a key officeholder such as the 
mayor or the clerk, O’Hanlon ex­ 
plained. 
Each township will elect two trus­ 
tees and a clerk, with the excep­ 
tion of Liverpool — where th e 
clerk’s 
term 
does 
not expire, 
O’Hanlon said. Boards of Educa­ 
tion will name either one or two 
members except the newly consol­ 
idated New Waterford - Fairfield 
board, which will elect a full mem­ 
bership of five. The petitions must 
show whether the Candidate seeks 
one of the three four-year terms 
or one of the two two-year tenures, 
O’Hanlon said. 
The so-called non-partisan candi­ 
dates bypass the May primaries 
and run without party designa­ 
tions in the general election. Vil­ 
lages 
affected are Hanoverton, 
Washingtonville, New Waterford, 
Rogers and Summitville.

Steel Erection Starts 
For West End School 
Erection of structural steel for 
the $2 million junior high-elemen­ 
tary school building on W. 8th St., 
has been started by F. J. Meryl, 
Pittsburgh sub-contractor. 
Steel in the A Wing section will 
be in place within the next week 
and a half if weather is favorable. 
This section requires a third of 
the 300 tons going into the building. 
The concrete slab for the A Wing 
has been completed with most of 
that for B Wing also poured. Work 
on the concrete for the C Wing 
will start in the next few days. 
Brownish-buff brick is b e i n g 
trucked to the site from the plant 
near Canton. According to the ten­ 
tative plans, bricklayers will begin 
work on the walls about April I. 
The Potters Lumber Co. is the gen­ 
eral contractor. 


after a series of long cracks ap­ 
peared Tuesday in the berm par­ 
alleling the blacktop highway, ap­ 
parently the result of the weekend 
high water. 
Cracks appeared at a point two 
tenths of a mile upstream from 
the Chester Bridge, where th e 
highway lies within a few feet of a 
dropoff to the river. The pavement 
was not affected directly, although 
a large section of the blacktop and 
underlying concrete is broken at 
the same spot as a result of an 
earlier slip. 
The mayor told Street Supt. Floyd 
E. Tice traffic should be kept at 
least four feet from the edge of 
the pavement to prevent vibration 
from loosening the earth further 
and to help avoid danger to pass­ 
ing cars if the embankment tum­ 
bles into the stream. 
The cracks extend for about IOO 
feet, running between buildings oc­ 
cupied by the Miller Pump & Sup­ 
ply Co. and the Litten Tire Serv 
ice. They were about two inches 
across at the widest point and ap­ 
proximately 18 inches deep yester­ 
day afternoon. The deepest crack is 
at a point where the earth pulled 
away from the curb on the south 
side of the road. 
Flares were set up around the 
strip last night and Supt. Tice said 
today, after a new inspection, the 
situation had not worsened. 
Mayor McKeever headed an in­ 
spection of the site after the cracks 
were discovered by Tice. The group 
also included Councilmen Robert 
G. Duncan and A. Stanley Kidder 
and Walter H. Henry of the 
gineer’s office. 
Henry said piling would be the 
only permanent solution to t h e 
slip. A high water mark indicated 
last weekend’s 31.5 - foot river 
stage put the Ohio within about a 
foot of the road level. 
Henry recalled that the S t a t e 
Highway Department furnished aid 
for piling when similar slips de­ 
veloped on the Pennsylvania Ave. 
“Hill Rd.” several years ago. May­ 
or McKeever pointed out the state 
also provided approximately $30,- 
000 for blacktop resurfacing of the

changes. But Senate Republicans 
remained set against any tax re­ 
ductions now. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson of Tex­ 
as, the Democratic leader, called 
an afternoon news conference to 
disclose details of a minority re­ 
port by six Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee Democrats who supported 
a House-approved $20-a-person tax 
reduction rejected by that com­ 
mittee last week. 
From other quarters it was 
learned the six—including Johnson 
—have been discussing a com­ 
promise proposal to lump a $10 
cut with repeal of both the divi­ 
dend income credit and acceler­ 
ated depreciation allowance voted 
by Congress last year. 
However, Chairman Bridges (R- 
NH) said a canvass by the GOP 
Policy Committee indicated his 
party’s senators were “practically 
unanimous” against the $20 pro­ 
posal or any compromise for it. 
So far, Sen. Langer of North Da­ 
kota has been the only Republican 
to come out for the Democratic 
plan. 
‘ 
Chairman Byrd (D-Va) of the 
Finance Committee said he is go­ 
ing down the line against any tax 
reduction. He said he foresaw no 
successful compromise proposal. 
Sen. Knowland of California, the 
GOP leader, predicted the Senate 
will reject all compromise propos­ 
als “by a substantial vote.” 
Johnson said the Senate will 
take up the bill tomorrow under 
an agreement not to begin voting 
until Monday at the earliest. 
He predicted a tax measure 
would be laid on President Eisen­ 
hower’s desk “days” before the 
scheduled April I drop in corpora­ 
tion income and excise tax rates. 
Both House and Senate bills would 
postpone the drop for a year, sav 
ing about three billion dollars in 
revenue. 
The proposed $10 cut would cost 
the Treasury about $1,100,000,000 
annually. But by repealing a spe­ 
cial $50 tax exemption effective 
on stock dividend income this 
year, Democratic strategists fig­ 
ured about 360 million dollars of 
this loss would be made up. 
Furthermore, an estimated 364- 
million-dollar revenue loss is ex­ 
pected this year in speeded-up de­ 
preciation allowances on new plant 
and equipment. Tax specialists 
said this loss would mount much 
higher next year.

Red Cross Officials 
Say 2,658 Families 
Hit By Ohio River 


CINCINNATI UPI-R ed Cross offi­ 
cials today said some 2,658 fami­ 
lies in four states have suffered 
property damage by the flooding 
Ohio River. This includes Ohio, 
Kentucky, West Virginia and Indi­ 
ana. 
As 
damages 
mounted 
down­ 
stream, the Weather Bureau pre­ 
dicted the river should be back 
in its banks in the lower portion 
this weekend. Many of the areas 
hit generally suffer damages when 
the river overflows. 
Cincinnati braced for the flood 
crest today along with numerous 
small river towns in Ohio, Ken­ 
tucky and Indiana. The crest has 
swept past Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. 
Among the hardest hit river 
towns 
was 
Manchester, 
Ohio, 
where the state highway patrol said 
225 families fled shore homes as 
the crest neared the town today. 
Manchester is about 80 miles 
upstream from Cincinnati. 
Sixty-four Manchester businesses 
suspended operations as the crest 
of the river traveled from Ports­ 
mouth toward Cincinnati. 
The Ohio highway patrol report­ 
ed over 1,000 families and nearly 
400 
evacuated 
businesses 
from 
Pomeroy, Meigs County, down to 
Cincinnati and Hamilton County. 
However, no rain which would 
swell the river further was in sight 
for today or tomorrow, the Weather 
Bureau reported. Some showers 
are expected tomorrow or Friday 
but these would not affect the 
cresting unless they develop into a 
downpour. 
The river at Cincinnati reached 
more than 60 feet today, the high­ 
est level in seven years. Some 260 
families and 19 businesses were 
river refugees here. Flood 
is 52 feet.

Rail Strike 
Threat Ends 


Accord Sought With 
22 Other Railroads 


PHILADELPHIA un — The CIO 
Transport Workers Union today 
sought agreements with 22 other 
railroads along the lines of a set­ 
tlement reached yesterday with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
The settlement averted a- threat­ 
ened strike of 20,000 nonoperating 
employes of the nation’s largest 
railroad. It came after two days 
of negotiations with Federal Medi­ 
ator Earl Newlin. 
Andrew J. Kaelin, TWU interna­ 
tional vice president, called the 
PRR settlement a “terrific agree­ 
ment” and said the union would 
seek similar terms with the other 
railroads “wherever applicable.’* 
The agreement reinstates IO men 
at the railroad’s Conway, Pa., 
shops with back pay to March I. 
It also provides for rehiring IO 
unspecified workers from the rolls 
of those furloughed at Conway. The 
union had complained that the IO 
men had been furloughed in vio­ 
lation of contract agreements. 


China Reports 
Red Build-Up 
At Foochow 


Nationalists Say 
Troops Would Be 
Used Against Matsu 


TAIPEI, Formosa WV—An official 
Nationalist Chinese news agency 
said today the Chinese Reds were 
preparing for the arrival of mili­ 
tary reinforcements at Foochow, 
capital of Fukien province, which 
would be used against the nearby 
Matsu Islands. 
The Tatao News Agency, oper­ 
ate.! by the Interior Ministry, said 
the Reds were requisitioning Foo­ 
chow homes, schools and other 
buildings for billets. 
The agency, which claims under­ 
ground contacts on the mainland, 
said the Reds were organizing a 
“pogngo” welcome for the troops. 
The Communist youth corps was 
reported collecting funds to buy 
“comforts” for the troops. 
Tatao gave no estimate of the 
number of reinforcements. 
Last night the Reds on Amoy 
Island fired 12 shells at Tatan, an 
island 2Vz miles south. From Tatan 
the Nationalists have been inter­ 
dicting shipping to Amoy. The 
Nationalists said the shelling was 
“without effect.” 
Both American and Nationalist 
sources said they had nothing to 
confirm a local newspaper report 
thai; Americans would be appointed 
deputy commanders of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s navy and air force if a joint 
command is set up.

Cameron Freshman Critical 
Vengeful Lover Shoots 
Wrong Girl In School Bus 


MOUNDSVILLE, W. Va. Ufi — A 
vengeful lover who went gunning 
for his high school friend fired into 
a school bus but hit the wrong 
girl yesterday. 
Critically wounded was Martha 
Mason, 14-year-old Cameron High 
School freshman. Attendants at 
Ohio Valley General Hospital in 
Wheeling said her condition was 
aggravated by loss of blood. 
Marshall County Prosecutor Ste­ 
ven Narick said a single shot fired 
through the bus window struck the 
girl in one leg, breaking it, then 
tore into the other leg. 
Narick said 22-year-old Harold 
Lemons was held in the county 
jail on an open charge, pending 
the Mason girl’s condition. 
The prosecutor quoted the part 
time sawmill employe that he lay 


in wait at Pleasant Ridge, about 
six miles from Cameron, intending 
to shoot his former girl friend, 
Edna Gilbert, 16, riding on the bus. 
I’m sorry I hit the Mason girl,” 
Lemons said. “I wish Edna was 
in the hospital instead.” 
Narick said the youth was identi­ 
fied as t h e gunman by Martha 
Mason’s U-year-old sister, one of 
four other students still on the bus 
as it neared the end of its regular 
trip. It carried 42 when it left the 
school at Cameron, about 15 miles 
southeast of Moundsville. 
Narick quoted Lemons that he 
had a quarrel with the Gilbert girl 
yesterday afternoon. 
“I went home, got a shotgun, 
loaded it with pumpkin ball shot 
and walked about six miles across

Communists Warned 
U.S. Can Wipe Out 
Any Military Target 
WASHINGTON (^—Secretary of 
State Dulles’ trip to the Far East 
apparently 
convinced 
him 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Communist 
China are heading toward a mili­ 
tary showdown — probably over 
Formosa. 
In a nationwide broadcast last 
night, Dulles issued two solemn 
warnings: 
1. To the Chinese Reds he said 
U.S. sea and air forces in the area 
are “now equipped with new and 
powerful weapons of precision, 
which can utterly destroy military 
targets without endangering un­ 
related civilian centers.** 
2. To the American people he 
said the whole defense system for 
free Asia will fail unless they are 
willing to use their “greater force” 
in response to a military challenge 
from Communist China. 
Dulles’ tone was grim although 
he reported progress on strength­ 
ening the Southeast Asian alliance, 
whose 
conference 
at 
Bangkok, 
Thailand, took him abroad. He re­ 
turned Sunday after stops at other 
capitals, including that of Nation­ 
alist China on Formosa. 
Dulles promised continued arms 
aid for Far Eastern countries. 
Without giving details, he project­ 
ed U.S. cooperation toward im­ 
proving economic conditions. He 
termed subversion the greatest 
danger in Southeast Asia, but 
voiced belief the threat would dim­ 
inish when such countries as Viet 
Nam understand that their allies 
“have the power, and the will, to 
strike down an open armed ag­ 
gressor.” 
One theme dominated Dulles’ 
talk. It was that the free, friendly 
peoples of Asia are mainly de­ 
pendent for their security on “mo­ 
bile Allied power” spearheaded by 
U.S. sea and air power. And he 
said if they think that the United 
States 
will not fight 
if trouble 
comes then they will lose confi­ 
dence 
and free Asia 
will fall 
apart. 
Dulles did not say specifically 
that the showdown which he fore­ 
sees will come over Formosa. But 
in several key sentences he stated 
his view this way: 
“We hope that the present mili­ 
tary activities of the Chinese Com­ 
munists are not in fact the first 
stage of an attack against For­ 
mosa and the Pescadores. We hope 
that a cease-fire may be attain­ 
able. We know that friendly na­ 
tions, on their own responsibility, 
are seeking to find substance for 
these hopes. Also the United States 
is studying the matter in a search 
for .peace. 
“So far these efforts have not 
been .rewarded by any success. 
Th# Chinese Communists seem to 
be determined to try to conquer 
Formosa . . . 
“Small nations cannot easily be 
self-confident when they are next 
door to Communist China. Its al­ 
most unlimited manpower would 
easily dominate, and could quickly 
engulf, the entire area were it not 
restrained by the mutual security 
structure which has been erected. 
“But that structure will not 
hold if it be words alone. Essen­ 
tial ingredients are the deterrent 
power of the United States and

Sen. Knowland 
Sees No Deal 
With Chinese 


GOF Leader Certain 
Quemot, Matsu Will 
Not Be Bargained Off 


WASHINGTON Un — Sen. Know­ 
land (R-Calif) said today he is 
fully confident that the Quemoy 
and Matsu islands are “not going 
to be placed on any bargain coun­ 
ter” for a deal with the Chinese 
Communists. 
The Senate’s Republican leader 
said in an interview he is con­ 
vinced “any major effort to take 
these islands will be resisted by 
us.” The offshore island groups 
are held by Chiang Kai-shek’s Na­ 
tionalists. 
Knowland thus replied to a sug­ 
gestion by British Foreign Minister 
Anthony Eden yesterday that the 
Nationalists withdraw troops from 
some islands off China as a prel­ 
ude to any cease-fire agreement. 
Secretary of Defense Wilson told 
newsmen yesterday the loss of Que­ 
moy and Matsu would hamper the 
defense of Formosa but “in the 
long run would not make too much 
difference in the result.” 
Knowland avoided direct com­ 
ment on this statement, but Sen. 
H. Alexander Smith (R-NJ) said he 
doesn’t agree with Wilson. 
“We must keep Chiang Kai- 
shek’s forces on Formosa in read­ 
iness to strike back at the Com­ 
munists if they should break the 
truce in either Korea or in Indo­ 
china,” Smith said. “To carry out 
such a strike, they would need 
Quemoy and Matsu as operating 
bases.” 
Secretary of State Dulles, in his 
nationwide broadcast last night, 
did not mention Quemoy and Mat­ 
su by name, but he obviously had 
them in mind when he said: 
“How to implement . . . defense 
of Formosa the President will de­ 
cide, in the light of his judgment 
as to the over-all value of certain 
coastal positions to the defense of 
Formosa, and the cost of holding 
these positions.” 
Secretary Wilson, saying he does 
not think the Chinese Commu­ 
nists can successfully invade For­ 
mosa, said only President Eisen­ 
hower could “clarify our inten­ 
tions or our plans about the off­ 
shore islands.”

Hearings 
Nearing End 


Railroad Opponents 
Renew Attack Upon 
Proposed Conveyor 


COLUMBUS, Ohio OD—As th e 
conveyor belt hearings ground to 
a close, there appeared to be a 
feeling among some members of 
the Ohio House Commerce a n d 
Transportation Committee that the 
bill to provide public utility status 
for the “rubber railroad” should 
come to a floor vote in the House. 
In two previous bids the River- 
lake Belt Conveyor Lines, I n c., 
has been stymied in Senate com­ 
mittees and neither house of the 
legislature has had a chance to 
vote on its proposal. 
Railroad opponents of the belt 
wheeled up some of their big guns 
yesterday in marathon hearings be­ 
fore the committee. 
Earl C. (Pop) Shively, general 
counsel for Ohio railroads, was the 
principal witness as the committee 
held morning^ afternoon and night 
hearings in an effort to get a 
quick decision on the question. 
Contrary to previous plans, the 
committee will hold only one— 
rather than three—hearings today. 
That one may be the last. 
Shively repeatedly told the com­ 
mittee a legislative grant of emi­ 
nent domain to enable belt con­ 
veyors to seize rights of way— 
after paying for them—would be 
“unfair” competition for railroads. 
That, he said, would be because 
belt lines—sometimes called “rub­ 
ber railroads”—would haul only 
the commodities they choose while 
railroads are required to haul any­ 
thing offered them. 
But most of the day he spent 
matching wits with backers of belt 
conveyors—reviewing testimony of 
others. The backers were explor­ 
ing for cracks in the armor of rail­ 
road opposition; Shively did the 
parrying. 
Marathon though it was, it was 
by far the liveliest of the lengthy 
hearings. 
It was opened by Frank Uible, a 
former speaker of the Ohio House. 
But he quickly gave way to 
Shively. Both are attorneys rep­ 
resenting Ohio railroads. 
Some points salvaged from yes­ 
terday’s stream of words: 
After admitting promised lower 
freight rates of a Cleveland-to- 
East Liverpool belt line would 
help the industrial Youngstown 
area,” Shively was asked if that 
would not, also, help Ohio. 
Replied Shively: “It might, to 
some degree, but it also would 
disturb the delicate balance of 
freight rates which now favor Ohio 
coal. Youngstown must face the 
fact that it cannot compete on an 
equal basis with a city like Chi­ 
cago. Chicago is a natural port 
which can ship or receive freight 
by either the St. La wrencq Seaway 
or the Mississippi River. There is 
no artificial means in the world, 
including the proposed belt con­ 
veyor, which is going to put 
Youngstown on an equal footing 
with Chicago.” 
In reply to a question whether 
the state utilities commission can 
enforce the “conditions’* provided 
by the bill to give belt conveyors 
the 
right of 
eminent domain, 
Shively declared: 
“We feel the belt conveyor would 
be interstate commerce and its 
business would be subject to the 
federal Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission. There is no way the pub­ 
lic Utilities Commission of Ohio 
could enforce any conditions after 
the belt conveyor people have ex­ 
ercised their right to appropriate 
property.” 


Bandits Grab $10,000 
At Waynesville Bank 
LEBANON, Ohio WI — A calm 
man in his 40s, who acted as if 
he robbed banks before, and a 
young nervous man apparently 
new at the trade robbed the 
Waynesville National Bank of $10,- 
000 yesterday. 
They entered the Warren County 
institution, IO miles northeast of 
Lebanon, during the noon hour. 
They forced four employes and 
two customers to lie down. 
The men scooped up the cash 
and sped northward in their get­ 
away car. The witnesses said the 
elder man pulled the job with 
calmness. The younger bandit was 
nervous. 
Bank President Ross Hartsock 
estimated the loss at $10,000. Th* 
bank also was robbed 21 years ago.

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brhe Penalty Of Age 
There comes a time in every man’s life when 
he begins to worry about what will happen to 
him in his declining years. 
Unless there is a particular reason why it 
should be, health is not the primary factor in 
this anxiety. 
A man wonders what he will do after re­ 
tirement under provisions of a pension plan, at 
what age he will be forced to quit in the ab­ 
sence of a pension arrangement, or what his 
chances for employment will be if he becomes 
jobless after middle age. 
The lengthening life span has brought the 
problem into sharp focus. Whereas forced re­ 
tirement at 65 aroused no great fears in the 
employe of 25 years ago, life expectancy today, 
all other things being normal, leaves him with 
at least five-more years of useful employment. 
And the gap will continue to grow. 
Except as it might affect orderly operation 
of a pension plan, age itself should nbt be a 
barrier to employment, yet age discrimination 
has resulted in dumping thousands of healthy, 
active men at the height of their skills onto the 
unemployment scrap heap. 
It has been said that 40 has become the 
arbitrary gateway beyond which a man may 
pass if he is unemployed and seeks a new con­ 
nection, and yet by 1975, the Census Bureau es­ 
timates. the number of persons 45 and over 
in the United States will be more than 63 mil­ 
lion. 
There is no disputing the fact that because 
of ill health or for other reasons a man at 45, 
50 or 55 may be burned out. He cannot give 
his job the same interest, the same energy and 
the same ingenuity he did at, say, 35 or 40. 
By the same token, a man of 65 in good 
health and at the very peak of his skill and 
experience may be forced to retire and deprive 
society of his talent at the very time he could 
be the best bargain on his employer’s payroll. 
As medical science continues to add years to 
a man’s life, it also creates an economic situa­ 
tion with which the government some day may 
have to deal more exhaustively. 
The answer is not yet clear, but it will be 
as quickly as the pressure of public opinion 
catches up with statistics and the problem is 
tackled head-on with complete candor and in 
the absence of arbitrary ground rules. 


Will He Run Again ? 
Will President Eisenhower seek a second 
term? 
That question is being asked of the President 
at almost every press conference. 
Every president as far back as we can re­ 
member, even before the day of press con­ 
ferences, has had the same question posed to 
him more or less respectfully. 
Nobody seriously expects a president to dis­ 
close his decision, even if he has reached one, 
in the middle of a term. 
President Eisenhower has learned enough 
about politics since he doffed a general’s uni­ 
form to know that if he should reveal now that 
he did not wish another term, his influence 
with his party, his prestige with Congress and 
much of his standing with the people would 
suddenly wane as a great scramble started 
among his party leaders. 
In answer to a query at a recent press con­ 
ference, the President suggested that perhaps 
a year from now he would be in a better posi­ 
tion to give the answer. 
The date certainly was etched in the minds 
of most of the reporters and it’s a sure bet 
that when the year has expired, the question 
will come to the President again with even 
greater force. But in the meantime, Eisenhower 
is not likely to enjoy a moratorium, as he sug­ 
gested. 
Unlike other presidents. Ike has been genial 
and polite in parrying questions' about his in­ 
tentions. 
Woodrow 
Wilson 
considered 
such 
queries as impertinent. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was regally vexed. Coolidge was mute until he 
decided to “choose not to run.” Truman was 
coy. 
Odds are that the President, now at the very 
height of his popularity, will be persuaded to 
seek a second term, but don’t hold your breath 
waiting for the official announcement. 


Emergency Know-How 
The Committee on Manpower Resources for 
National*Security has warned: “The margin of 
* skilled manpower for expanded war production 
is extremely narrow in the light of modern re­ 
quirements.” 
Yet a very large proportion — perhaps as 
high as 50 per cent — of high school graduates 
applying to enter U.S. engineering schools are 
found unqualified. 
One reason is the scarcity of good science 
teaching in high schools, from which many able 
men have been diverted by the higher financial 
rewards in industry. 
Another is lack of application on the part of 
the student himself and the rude awakening 
that comes too late to keep up with the fast- 
moving parade.

George Sokolsky of Europe and 
has manifested itself in such a 
country as India. The political rea­ 
son for this activity was to prevent 
Asiatic diversions from lessening 
the interest of the United States in 
the affairs of Europe. 
Even before 1946. Gen. MacAr­ 
thur suffered from Washington’s 
concentration on European affairs. 
Frazier Hunt, in his book, “The 
Untold Story of Douglas MacAr­ 
thur,’’ details MacArthur^ diffi­ 
culties arising from lack of ma­ 
terial while he was actually fight­ 
ing the Asiatic war. 


NOW CHURCHILL is faced by 
a prepared public opinion in his 
own country which is embarrass­ 
ing because it cannot be turned. 
Great Britain is definitely anti- 
Chiang Kai-shek, whose side has 
never been properly presented to 
the British people. 
The situation is now such that 
it is developing into a widening 
breach between Great Britain and 
the United States at a time when 
such a breach can be damaging to 
both countries and to the unity of 
the West. 
Ont his subject, Churchill has 
served a warning to his own coun­ 
trymen: 
“The decision on whether or 
when 
these 
particular 
islands 
should be evacuated is not one the 
burden of' which falls upon Her 
Majesty’s government, as we must 
recognize the natural preoccupa­ 
tions of other governments who 
are immediately affected by the 
threatened attack from Communist 
China. 
“This is especially true at a 
time when the Chinese Commu­ 
nists keep stridently asserting that 
the islands are to be regarded as 
a stepping stone to the seizure of 
Formosa itself, with all that that 
must mean for the Chinese Na­ 
tionalists 
under 
Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, who have been 
given shelter and protection there 
by the United States, and to whom 
the United States are bound by 
war, both against the Chinese Com­ 


munists and the Japanese invaders 
of China.’’ 


CHURCHILL’S USE of language 
is never casual. He is speaking not 
of Formosa, but of what he calls 
“the coastal islahds” which today 
amount to Matsu and Quemoy. 
If, by any means, 
these two 
areas fall into the hands of the 
Chinese Communists, it is doubtful 
whether Formosa i^ defensible. 
But Formosa is only a pliase of a 
broader situation which involves 
South Korea, Viet Nam and Thai­ 
land. 
Regarding Viet Nam and Thai­ 
land. there can be no doubt as to 
the British interest. But for For­ 
mosa, the British government can­ 
not now get popular support to go 
along wholeheartedly with 
t h e 
American program which must in­ 
clude defense of Matsu and Que­ 
moy or mean nothing. 
Theftdilemma is not readily dis­ 
solvable and is of benefit to the 
Communists. The great fear of 
Europe, particularly in’ G r e a t 
Britain, is that resistance to the 
Imperialism of Red China m a y 
drag all the world into an atomic 
war in which Europe will be the 
speediest and most disastrous suf­ 
ferer. 


IN AN EARLIER statement, Sir 
Anthony 
Eden 
undoubtedly 
ex­ 
pressed European opinion when he 
said: 
“In this situation the first con­ 
cern of Her Majesty’s government 
is to stop the fighting. They have 
therefore continued to urge on all 
concerned the importance of doing 
this and of preventing a wider con­ 
flagration. A solution of these deli­ 
cate and difficult problems is not 
to be reached by force. A settle­ 
ment can only be arrived at by 
the peaceful processes of patient 
negotiation.” 
Unfortunately, it is not to Chou 
En-lai’s interest to negotiate for a 
cease-fire or a peace; it is to the 
advantage of the Chinese Commu­ 
nists to capture Formosa and to 
establish beyond doubt their hege­ 
mony over the states of Southeast 
Asia to the borders of India. 


THUS FAR, they have rejected 
the British and Indian efforts to 
establish a modus operandi for a 
cease-fire. If they 
accept such 
proposals now, it will only be if 
they are assured that the United 
States will recede from its unwill­ 
ingness to recognize Red China and 
will vote for a seat on the Security 
Council of the United Nations. 
Chou En-lai cannot accept “the 
two Chinas” formula and survive. 
As Eden says, it is a delicate 
and difficult problem and, for the 
moment, there seems to be no 
hope for a solution. Maybe, it 
would be wTise to leave it that way.

And now we’re paying millions 
of American dollars to support 
Communist pigs on the animal 
farms of Sovietized Poland.

the hoof, which

needed by the Soviet world. 
The Sovietized Poles, now actual­ 
ly run by the Russian Army, are 
annually dumping some 25 million 
dollars worth of canned pork and 
hams into the U.S/"Not only is our 
own farmers’ market being hit by 
this Soviet competition, but it is 
cutting into the jobs of AFL meat- 
cutters as well. 
However, the scandal of it all is 
that these Red Polish pork and 
ham imports flow into the U.S. 
and are sold to our consumers— 
uninspected. 


IF THIS WERE just a trickle of 
Red meat from inside the I r o n 
Curtain, it could be ignored. But 
it was a flood of 19,717.000 pounds 
in 1954. 
This is a heavy increase of Com­ 
munist meat imports over 1953—a 
5 million pound increase. It means 
that the meat from the low stand­ 
ard slaughter houses of Soviet 
Poland, is reaching thousands of 
U.S. tables. European standards 
are far below ours. Communist 
standards are in the lowest depths. 
Yet the Polish meat arrives 
here in sealed cans, encased in 
gelatine—and it pours through our 
customs free of inspection. 
So, this week the AFL’s Amal­ 
gamated TUeatcutters and Butcher 
Workmens Union made plans to 
dam up the flow of this Soviet 
canned foods. The national union 
leaders, Earl Jimerson and P a t 
Gorman, decided, in their Chicago 
headquarters to assign the N ew 
York and New Jersey Butcher and 
Food Workers Council and its lead­ 
ers to launch the campaign. 
Thfe council warns that its own 
information 
from 
AFL 
sources 
abroad convinces it that the Polish 
hams are packed in unsanitary 
conditions—and could be the car­ 
riers of tuberculosis, and trichi­ 
nosis. 


packinghouses 
must 
pass 
rigid 
federal and state inspection at 
any moment before any U.S. meat 
processor can sell his produce in­ 
terstate. 
Our government can even decide 
on the construction and physical 
layout of a slaughterhouse so it 
will comply with the full sanitation, 
health and processing procedures 
of the federal law. 
Every hog. every head of cattle 
is subjected to checks and double­ 
checks by the Department of Agri­ 
culture. In some instances, inspec­ 
tors will slice open the glands of 
animals to guarantee absolute pur­ 
ity before a single pound of meat 
starts on its way to the breakfast 
and dinner tables. 


SOME OF OUR producers even 
use ultra-violet rays to wipe out 
any trace of trichinosis in pigs. 
Then, only after chief inspectors 
pass on each animal, is the prod­ 
uct given the Department of Agri­ 
culture stamp. 
The union itself demands that 
its members keep a sharp eye out 
for any sign of decay or illness. 
Finally, if from any source there 
are reports of inedible meats, the 
stuff is destroyed. In fact, there 
have been instances of wholesale 
destruction of cattle where t h e 
animals have been believed to be 
a threat to health. 
The meatcutters union officials 
point out that all this makes no 
sense if we permit the nation to 
be flooded with Polish hams and 
pork in uninspected cans. 
Not only is Poland receiving 25 
million dollars in cash from us— 
but the union believes that we 
leave ourselves wide open to dam­ 
age in many ways. 


IF WE DON’T inspect the Polish 
cans, how do we know what’s in 
them? The food may not only be 
diseased, it may be deliberately 
tampered with—this is the Soviet 
Union we’re dealing with. 
Furthermore, asks the district 
council of meatcutters. who w i l l 
guarantee that there is food in all 
those cans? Anything could be 
shipped into the U.S. via this route. 
Tile union hopes to dam the flow 
—and seeks cooperation from U.S. 
farmers, labor, waterfront workers 
and the housewives whose tables 
may be laden with Soviet meats.

Congressmen Impose Handicap On Themselves 


When Congress raised the pay of [ 
its members, it imposed on them 
a handicap little realized by the 
public and perhaps by the senators 
and representatives themselves. 
Under the Constitution no mem­ 
ber of either house can be ap­ 
pointed to any office in the other 
branches of the government if the 
compensation or allowances f o r 
those offices have been increased 
during their terms. Hence, there 
can be no additions to the federal 
judiciary from Congress until the 
current terms of members of both 
houses expire. 
Thus, members of the House will 
not become eligible for appoint­ 
ment again to the federal bench 
until after Jan. 3, 1957, and sena­ 
tors who were elected for six-year 
terms last fall will not become 
eligible for appointment as federal 
judges until after Jan. 3, 1961. 
There are a lot of vacancies on 
the federal bench now. and some 
new justiceships that have been 
created which are unfilled. It has 
been customary in the past to fill 
some of these from among mem­ 
bers of Congress. 
In some instances members of 
Congress have been appointed to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States while still serving the terms 
for 
which 
they 
were 
elected. 
Notable examples were Sen. Hugo 
Black, who was nominated in 1937 
by President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt, and Sen. Byrnes of South 
Carolina. Not so many years ago 
Fred Vinson, who later became 
chief justice, was appointed by 
FDR to the circuit court of ap­ 
peals while serving as chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee. 


THE RAISE IN PAY is a barrier 
not only to the judiciary but to 
some other offices. The Constitu­ 
tion says that no member of the 
House'or Senate can be appointed 
to any government post that has 
been created during the term in 
which the member is still serving. 
If any ambassadorships or posi­ 
tions on any newly created govern­ 
mental commissions are available, 
members of Congress cannot be 
appointed to them while serving 
out their present terms. 
The exact language of the Con­ 
stitution on this point is as follows: 
“No senator or representative 
shall, during the time for which he 
was elected, be appointed to any 
civil office under the authority of 
the United States, which shall have 
been created, or the emoluments 
whereof shall have been increased 
during such time.” 
Two instances occurred in past 
history in# which members of Con­ 
gress found themselves in conflict 
with that provision. One was in 
1889, when a senator was appoint­ 
ed minister to Mexico during his 
term, during which Congress had 
increased the salary for that office. 
The attorney general ruled him in­ 
eligible. 
The other case occurred in 1909 
when 
President Taft appointed 
Sen. Philander C. Knox of Pennsyl­ 
vania, to be secretary of state 
while Knox was still in Congress. 
For many weeks nobody raised the 
point. Then the late Oswald F. 
Schuette, Washington correspond­ 
ent of a Chicago newspaper, drew 
attention to the conflict with the 
Constitution. 


CONGRESS SAVED the day by 
passing a law reducing the salary 
of the secretary of state to what 
it was before Knox was designated. 
There has always been a ques-

tion as to whether the spirit of the 
Constitution was complied with in 
that instance. 
“One may conceive of great 
abuses which might arise did this 
prohibition 
not 
exist,” 
writes 
Thomas J. Norton in his book on 
the Constitution. “Of course, after 
the term of a senator or represent­ 
ative has expired, he may accept 
the office created during his term 
or the office the emoluments of 
which were increased while he was 
in Congress.” 
All this is related to the determi­ 
nation of the founding fathers to 
keep the legislative and executive 
branches of the government sep­ 
arate. Thus, the Constitution pro­ 
vides further that “no person hold­ 
ing any office under the United 
States shall be a member of either 


house during his continuance in of­ 
fice." 


IT CANNOT BE said that even 
these constitutional provisions have 
prevented attempts by presidents 
to dominate Congress through the 
dangling of prospective appoint­ 
ments before members in order to 
win or hold their support. 
Again and again in the cloak­ 
rooms of Congress, whispers have 
been heard that so and so was go­ 
ing along with the administration 
because he was expecting sooner 
or later to be appointed to a life­ 
time judgeship on the f e d e r a l 
bench. 
This has been rumored under 
bdth Democratic and Republican 
administrations. 
Certainly the recent pay raise 
fortuitously eliminates that form of 
pressure for a while anyway. 
Taxes Block Free Market

The senators who are seeking an 
explanation of the high prices of 
common stocks might well ponder 
this bit of wisdom: 
“Why beholdest thou the mote in 
th/ brother’s eye, but considerest 
not the beam in thine own eye?” 
A very important reason why 
common stocks in a period like 
this reach and remain at an arti­ 
ficially high level is the iniquitous 
capital gains tax. 
The market in shares is made by 
an adjustment of supply and de­ 
mand. When demand exceeds sup­ 
ply, prices go up. When supply ex­ 
ceeds demand prices go down. But 
under present conditions when a 
man has bought a stock and that 
stock has enjoyed a rise the owner 
is penalized by a tax on his profit, 
if he sells. 
If a man under present condi­ 
tions of prosperity has bought a 
stock and that stock goes down he 
might, if his profits from other 
sources are high, want to sell and 
thus establish a deductible loss. 
But Congress has decreed that he 
cannot establish such a loss above j 
$1,000. Congress has in substance j, 
established a rule of “Heads I win, J 
tails you lose.” 
According to testimony present­ 
ed by G. Keith Funston, president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 
this discrimination is not merely 
soaking the rich. It hits the little 
investor too. He says that more 
than 80 per cent of the people who 
report net capital losses and more 
than 78 per cent of those who re­ 
port capital gains have incomes 
under $10,000 a year. 
The effect of both rules — the 
tax on gains and the limited al­ 
lowance oh1 losses — tend to main­ 
tain an artificially high level of 
prices. 
The evil and the danger of an 
artificially high price is not the 
most objectionable feature of the 
tax system. It is unfair. Fairness 
however is never the criterion fol­ 
lowed in writing tax laws. 
Thte tax - on - gains - but - limit­ 
ed - deduction - on - losses is a 
product of the determination of 
Congress to get as much spending 
money as possible at the expense 
of the smallest number of people 
possible. That is the way of politics. 
Congress is responsible also for 
inflation and a capital gains tax 
in a period of inflation is actually 
confiscatory. The market price of 
investments goes up without any 
increase in the value of the prop­ 
erty which they represent. For the 
most part stock prices do not ex- j 


I actly follow the course of inflation. 
They follow along after but never 
catch up. 
The man who buys stock and 
sells at a “profit” pays a tax on a 
fictitious gain. There is no gain 
at all. There is a loss in real value 
and Congress itself is responsible 
for that loss. 
This is a condition which the 
present investigation should con­ 
sider when it is proposing to free 
the market of all artificial in­ 
fluences.

The warning from a party national chairman 
that the future candidate for public office must 
have TV appeal continues to interest us. But 
the mere matter of show biz personality is not 
enough, we think. The “act” must be good. The 
old-time campaign routines are as dead as 
vaudeville. 
i 
The successful candidate of tomorrow may 
need an airwave theme song and background 
music. Certainly clever lines will be essential 
and what entertainment circles call “business.” 


Since a political party sponsors a candidate, 
it should be entitled to a commercial and will 
have to work out a suitable technique, calling 
for a message that will sell the candidate just 
as other sponsors sell beer, soap, salad oils 
and detergents. Something like: “Yes, you will 
feel healthier and happier with a four-way can­ 
didate. Don’t take any old politician when you 
feel low and depressed; demand Sen. Oswald 
Pepperpott and get relief in 24 hours or your 
money back.” 
Or perhaps: “ Are you nervous and irascible? 
Do you suffer from jangled nerves and that 
old what’s-the-use feeling? Then act now, be­ 
fore it is too late and take the large-sized 
economy aspirant to public office, etc.” 


We think, too. that a candidate will have to 
give a TV touch to his speeches, coming on 
breezily with “Thank you, thank you, thank 
you very much for this wonderful reception. 
Boy, you’re a good group tonight. 
“I had intended to open this program with 
a discussion of grave issues before our nation, 
but I know this wonderful audience is in the 
mood for something more entertaining and I 
shall open the show with a musical number 
written by me in co-operation with the party 
chairman. I have called it ‘Victory, I Love 
You,’ and hope you'll like it. 
“Following this number you will see and hear 
famous guest stars, making their debut in a 
political TV production. And away we go!” 
A smart candidate might even work in a 
capsule drama or a serial comedy sketch, using 
a gal partner. 
If we were running for president we would 
squeeze in a quiz and a jackpot. Noting, how­ 
ever, the current disconcerting trend on TV to 
interrupt a serious story with an abrupt com­ 
mercial, we fear awful results in a candidate’s 
speeches to the electorate. On TV the other 
night we saw a drama in which a heroine’s 
scream, a villain’s. “I’ve got you covered” and 
the hero’s “Drop that gun!” funneled — presto! 
—into the words, “If you wrant fast relief go 
to the nearest drugstore now!” 


We shivver at a favorite son’s discourse com­ 
ing out like this: “Fellow citizens, what do you 
ask of a candidate for this high office?. . .The 
cheese that leads all competitiors and is es­ 
pecially good for picric sandwiches!. . .Should 
I be elected, what will you expect of me? . . . 
Yes, you expect the bread that outsells all 
other brands and bears the blue and gold label 
. . . My friends in this troubled year of crisis 
I pledge myself to work for a balanced budget 
. . .this amazing scientific toothpaste that elimi­ 
nates bad breath . . . lower taxes for the masses 
. . .with the indorsement of seven out of ten 
dentists. . .and, last but not least, disarmament, 
world peace and total employment. . .Get them 
by the case and save money!”

IBOP To Tally 
Vote Tuesday 


Primary Results To 
Be Issued March 17 


Returns from the International 
Brotherhood of Operative Potters’ 
nationwide primary election yes­ 
terday will be tabulated next Tues­ 
day after they are mailed to the 
AFL union’s headquarters 
here 
from locals as far away as t h e 
west coast. 
The results, listing two nominees 
for each of the 12 international 
offices, will be announced in the 
Potters Herald, the union’s official 
newspaper, Thursday, March 17. 
The general election will be May 
3. 
The IBOP’s new rules on elec­ 
tions provide that the primaries 
will be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in March. 
In the past, locals voted at their 
first M a r c h 
meetings, 
which 
stretched over many days. T h e 
general election date also is fixed 
specifically. ^ 
The rules provide the returns will 
be tabulated in each local after 
the polls close, then sent by reg­ 
istered mail to IBOP headquarters 
within 24 hours. If the local is 
more than 200 miles from E a s t 
Liverpool, it is required to send 
the returns by air mail. Under the 
old procedure, locals had up to 
IO days after the election to certi­ 
fy the returns. 
The date for the tabulation by 
the international canvassing com­ 
mittee also is fixed in the election 
rules to fall a week after the vot­ 
ing. The constitution requires the 
election results to be published in 
the Potters Herald within tw o 
weeks. 
It forbids a breakdown showing 
all the candidates and the vote they 
received. It says only the nom­ 
inees will be listed, without indi­ 
cating the v o t e s they received. 
However, detailed breakdowns of 
the vote are furnished to locals. 


Bulls ‘Tenderized’ By Use 
Of Female Hormones Injection 


WOOSTER, Ohio Uh — Two sci­ 
entists here are injecting syn­ 
thetic female hormones into bulls 
to make them more tender. 
They say it makes bulls almost 
as tender as steers, and there may 
come a day when that will be 
commercially profitable. 
In charge of this ‘‘Operation 
Ferdinand” 
are Dr. 
Earle W. 
Klosterman, associate professor of 
animal science at the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station here, 
and Lawrence E. Kunkle, a pro­ 
fessor at Ohio State University. 
They implant pellets of diethyl- 
stilbestrol under the bull’s hide be­ 
hind his ears. The chemical is al­ 
most like the natural female hor­ 
mone. 
“I might say the treatm ent is 


absolutely 
painless,** 
said 
Dr. 
Klosterman. “The p e l l e t s cost 
about $3 a hundred. A beef raiser 
could treat each bull two or three 
times for less than a dollar. We 
found that use of the chemical 
caused the retardation of some sex 
characteristics in the bulls.’* 
He said there is little commer­ 
cial value in the treatm ent now 
because steers are more tender 
than the treated bulls. 
“ It will become practical, how­ 
ever,” he said, “when the demand 
for more good m eat increases or 
when the supply of steers or of 
prime and choice beef is smaller 
than it is now. Treating bulls with 
the pellets may eventually become 
standard practice among cattle­ 
men.**

City Gets $2,352 
In Court Revenue 
The city received $2,352 from 
Municipal Court’s February in­ 
come, an increase of $262 from its 
$2,090 share of the January rev­ 
enue, Clerk Harold L. Powell said 
today in his monthly report. 
The court’s overall income last 
month was $3,089, up $784 from 
January’s $2,305, Powell reported. 
The city’s share of the revenue 
was comprised of $520 in costs 
from civil actions and $1,832 rn 
fines, costs and forfeitures from 
criminal cases. In addition to the 
amount paid the city, the court 
;urned over $257 to the state treas­ 
ury for fines resulting from State 
Highway Patrol and liquor viola­ 
tion cases, $379 to the county treas­ 
urer and $100 to the County Law 
Library Association. 
The court handled a total of 
$6,757—$2,880 from criminal cases 
and $3,876 from civil actions, Pow 
ell reported. The funds included 
refunded bonds and money re­ 
ceived and turned over to creditors 
in trusteeships and judgments. 
A breakdown of cases showed: 
60 civil cases filed, 71 disposed of 
and 146 left pending; 58 city crim­ 
inal cases filed, 58 disposed of and 
12 left pending, and 23 state crim 
inal cases filed, 24 disposed al! 
and 40 left pending.

COLUMBUS, Ohio WI—The num­ 
ber of claimants newly unem­ 
ployed climbed to 9,756 for the 
week ending March 5 compared 
with 9,001 for the previous week, 
the State Bureau of Unemploy­ 
ment Compensation reported to­ 
day. 
But claimants unemployed one 
week or more were estimated at 
84,895 for the week ending March 
5, compared with 87,823 the pre­ 
vious week. Slight increases in 
newly unemployed were reported 
in the Canton, Cincinnati, Cleve­ 
land, Toledo and Youngstown ar­ 
eas. Slight drops were reported in 
the Akron, Columbus and Dayton 
areas among the large population 
districts. 
In another report issued by the 
Bureau of Business R e s e a r c h 
at Ohio State University, indices of 
January employment in Ohio were 
to 6 per cent below levels for 
the corresponding month of last 
year. Tile January-to - January 
drop in total Ohio payrolls was 2 
per cent, while employment was 
off 6 per cent and man - hours 
worked down 5 per cent, the re­ 
port said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio GW—The ques­ 
tion of pay raises for almost all 
elected county officials may be 
decided today on the floor of the 
Ohio House. 
The issue appears to hinge on 
whether the House can muster a 
two-thirds favorable vote to pass 
a Senate-approved emergency bill 
to raise the minimum and maxi­ 
mum salaries of county auditors. 
Unless the bill carries as an 
emergency, there might as well 
be no bill at all. That is because 
county auditors take office next 
Monday and unless the raise is 
available to them then, it won’t 
be available for another four years.

If the county auditors don’t get 
a pay raise, there likely will be 
none for other county officials like 
judges, treasurers, sheriffs, re­ 
corders and commissioners.

A House committee hold a first 
hearing—at which no backers ap­ 
peared—to set up daylight saving 
time as the official state time from 
April to October. 
Hie House yesterday passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill to halt 
abandonment of refrigerators that 
might become “death traps” for 
children. The vote was 121-5. The 
measure carries a maximum $200 
fine for the abanondment of ice 
boxes without removing latches 
and other hardware or securing 
them against entrance. 
The House also passed and sent 
to the Senate a bill providing that 
villages with 5,000 registered elec­ 
tors automatically would become 
cities. Under present law, city 
status depends on th e federal 
census taken every IO years. 
While the House was approving 
another measure—a bill to allow 
county workers six paid holidays 
a year—the Senate was passing 
only one minor bill. 
But today, the Senate votes on 
three bills, including one to create 
the position of administrative as­ 
sistant to the Supreme Court of 
Ohio.

According to news releases, there 
is a possibility that Ohio m a y 
have an open season on quail next 
hunting season for the first time 
since 1913 when the birds were 
placed on the song bird list. 
Game technicians have b e e n 
studying the quail situation a n d 
have reached the conclusion that 
a limited season and bag l i m i t 
would just about amount to t h e 
same as the natural mortality tak­ 
en by nature under the protection 
of the present law. 
Bordering states like Pennsylvan­ 
ia, West Virginia and Indiana have 
permitted quail shooting and every­ 
body seems to be happy about it, 
with no worry about extermina­ 
tion. 
The roadside whistling quail cen­ 
sus last year in Columbiana Coun­ 
ty, plus a hunter questionnaire, in­ 
dicates we have a good population 
of quail widely distributed through­ 
out the county. 


One hunter I ran across last sea­ 
son was very bitter because he 
I was not allowed to shoot quail. 
He complained he had flushed no 


I less than 50 and could have had 
lots of fun shooting at them and 
probably would have wasted a box 
of shotgun shells without actually 
killing more than one or two. His 
contention was that he wants to 
fire his gun at a flying target in­ 
stead of tramping all day in hopes 
of getting a shot at a pheasant. 
If, and when, we have an open 
season on quail, the thing inexper­ 
ienced quail hunters will have to 
learn is group hunting would be 
dangerous. 
Not more t h a n two hunters 
should hunt together. When these

Quail Hunting 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (3—'the quail 
population in southwestern Ohio is 
high enough to permit an experi­ 
mental open season for hunting, 
the Ohio House Conservation Com­ 
mittee was told last night. 
A 10-day open season was sug­ 
gested by a half-dozen sportsmen. 
Their stand was supported by 
Dr. Charles Dambach, chief of the 
state wildlife division, who report­ 
ed quail is plentiful in southwestern 
Ohio — equal to the best quail 
ranges in the country. 
Dambach’s r e p o r t suggested 
limited quail shooting on state- 
owned l a n d s . That would help 
determine how big bag limits 
should be, he said. 
The quail—known to many as 
the bob-white—was on the game­ 
bird list for a generation. Four 
years ago, it was put back on the 
game-bird list so the wildlife divi­ 
sion could spend state money to 
propagate the bird legally. 
With no hunting permitted, Dr. 
Dambach testified, the quail popu­ 
lation varies little from one year 
to the next. 
Speaking in support of the first 
legal quail shooting in more than 
40 years were Bernard Burton and 
Ed Guiliana of Hamilton County 
and J. Vernon Groff, a New 
Lebanaon farmer who said he goes 
to Michigan every year to hunt 
grouse.

Health Backed 
Up By Broker 


Says Boom Mainly 
On Public Confidence 
In America’s Future 


WASHINGTON 
ID—A 
leading 
Wall Street broker voiced confi­ 
dence in the health of the stock 
market today in the wake of a 
three-billion-dollar tumble in stock 
prices. 
Winthrop H. Smith, managing 
partner of Merrill Lynch, Pierce, 
Fenner Sc Beane, attributed the 18- 
month-old market boom mainly to 
public confidence in America’s 
future. 
He told the Senate Banking Com­ 
mittee, “There appears to be a 
greater feeling of confidence at 
this time than there has been for 
a long time.** 
Smith’s testimony was prepared 
before yesterday’s selling waves on 
the New York Stock Exchange— 
one of the year’s worst breaks. But 
there was no indication after the 
break that Smith planned to alter 
his statement 
Some analysts linked the mar­ 
ket’s jitters with yesterday’s testi­ 
mony by Harvard economist John 
K. Galbraith in the committee’s 
“ friendly study’’ of the stock mar­ 
ket and the stock price boom. 
Galbraith urged “ strongest pre­ 
cautionary measures’* to guard 
against the boom’s getting out of 
hand and winding up in a collapse. 
Chairman Fulbright (D-Ark) said 
he doubted if the market break had 
any connection with Galbraith’s 
testimony or with the Banking 
Committee’s inquiry. But he did 
comment that yesterday’s market 
performance only “demonstrated 
tile wisdom** of Galbraith's words 
of caution. 
Smith, who heads the world’s 
largest brokerage firm, did not list 
speculation among the factors to 
which he attributed the stock price 
boom that started in September 
1953. He described the price rise 
as ° natural and “ not too surpris­ 
ing’* result of a “reawakening of 
confidence’* by investors in the 
future of America’s economy.

Children of several states w i l l 
receive the s h o t s , probably in 
April, if the Salk vaccine tests 
now under way prove effective. 
Albert T. Knabb, administrator 
for the Hancock Health Clinics; 
Mrs. Mary Anne Harrison, tuber­ 
culosis nurse; Mrs. Margaret Rem- 
ke, school nurse, and Mrs. Marga­ 
ret Dudley, county nurse, will at­ 
tend. 
The session will include a dis­ 
cussion of the Salk vaccine with 
officials from health departments, 
schools and the National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. # 
Plans for the possible vaccina­ 
tion of large numbers of school 
children this spring were outlined 
Monday night at a conference of 
County health, medical and school 
authorities and representatives of 
the Hancock County Chapter of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis at the Anas Building in 
Weirton. 
Acknowledging the difficulty of 
drawing blueprints for action while 
the polio vaccine still is undergoing 
evaluation, Dr. Edward L. Justice 
of Weirton, medical adviser, said: 
“ It will be spring before we know 
if the Salk polio vaccine, developed 
through March of Dimes research, 
is effective in preventing paralytic 
polio and is licensed. But we can’t 
wait till spring to start getting 
ready. Certain co-operative steps 
must be taken early, to assure im­ 
mediate action .if the scientific re­ 
port is as favorable as we hope it 
will be. 
“ Only by being prepared for good 
news can we take immediate ad­ 
vantage of it in time to protect a 
large number of children t h i s 
year.” 
Each eligible child in the first 
and second grades, whose parents 
request vaccine inoculation, w i l l 
receive three spaced out shots over 
a period of five weeks. This should 
be done before the school term 
ends and the polio season begins. 
This time element necessitates ear­ 
ly organization and community­ 
wide cooperation. 
Discussion at the meeting cen­ 
tered upon details of determining 
the number of eligible children in 
Hancock County, school programs, 
the geographic location of public, 
private and parochial schools and 
the use of volunteers to help medi­ 
cal and school authorities in the 
work.

“The driver who is determined 
to kill himself or a passenger in 
his car even when he has the road 
all to himself presents one of the 
biggest traffic problems we have. 
There is very little we can do to 
stop this driver since we cannot 
anticipate at just what moment he 
will become careless and be in­ 
volved in an accident.” 
He said the department is mak­ 
ing the one-car accident problem 
one of its major studies this year, 
and will try to reach careless driv­ 
ers through education. 
Felty said figures show that of 
the 1,865 persons who died in 1954 
traffic accidents in Ohio, 533 or 29 
per cent died in one-car accidents. 
In rural fatal accidents the figure 
jumped to 33 per cent.

Chester Group 
To Aid Drive For 
Cross In Illinois 
Plans for participating in a drive 
to raise $3 million for construc­ 
tion of a 500-foot cross, the world’s 
largest, in Southern Illinois were 
described at a meeting of the 
Chester Junior Women’s Club Mon­ 
day night by Mrs. Richard Barn­ 
hart, president. 
Mrs. Barnhart said more than 
5 million members of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs are 
participating. 
The giant cross, to be built on 
top of Bald Knob Mountain, is a 
project of the Bald Knob Chris­ 
tian Foundation, a non-denomina­ 
tion a1, non-profit group which has 
held Easter sunrise services on 
the mountain for two decades.
